ITH the exception the seminary 

and the novitiate educational in- 
have such felicitous foundations 
for effective guidance programs have the 
small parochial high schools. Since these 
strive give their pupils not only the 
minimum aids required justice, but also 
the maximum offerings loving service, 
the small parochial high schools should 
have the best organized and best function- 
ing guidance programs. 


What Guidance? 

Guidance process calculated en- 
able the pupil recognize his capabilities 
and duties, his surroundings and opportu- 
nities, and achieve the mature self-re- 
liance, good judgment, and effective will 
power that will make him well-rounded 
personality, valuable citizen his earthly 
country, and worthy heir heaven. Di- 
rection and guidance are not synonymous; 
the former tells the student what must 
ought do; the latter helps him 
see for himself and make his own deci- 
sions. Directors the guidance program 
must take cognizance the vocational, 
social, educational, and spiritual needs 
the pupils. 


Group Guidance 


Group guidance the ordinary class 
needs little discussion paper this

Records may vary form and style. 
Academic ratings have always with us, 
but they should include the student’s rank 
the class, the number the class, his 
attendance, and the results standardized 
achievement tests.

Both 
parents and pupils are likely con- 
vinced the justice admonitions when 
written data concerning the year’s conduct 
are presented. Recordings outstanding 
initiative and activities enable au- 
thorities well the counselors recom- 
mend the pupil prospective employers 
and defend his character un- 
justly accused. (Your High School Record 
Does will impress this upon 
the minds both teachers and pupils.) 
sometimes. happens that teacers not 
understand pupils. Extremely bad reports 
from one teacher may balanced the 
good ones from other faculty members, 
these good reports may basis for the 
pupil’s resolution gain similar comments 
from the faculty member who “has pick 
him.”

letters from the faculty others about the 
pupil: News items about the brothers 
sisters the pupil may prove service.

Work experiences and extracur- 
ricular activities are important school- 
work many instances and should re- 
corded for follow-up work.

Educa- 
tional and occupational plans the pupil 
himself and the parents for the pupil 
should filed each year. Data for the use 
the faculty only should placed the 
back the permanent cumulative 
records, and parents and pupils permitted 
look the card lies the table. 
The folder should conceal confidential ma- 
terial and the records should kept 
locked. 


Who Should 


Faculty organization for guidance pre- 
sents difficulties especially the small high 
school and will depend upon the size the 
school, the personnel the faculty, and the 
arrangement the program. Several ar- 
rangements are possible. school 
fewer than two hundred probably the prin- 
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cipal should the counselor, she not 
teaching more than one class day, 
although this mooted point, some spe- 
cialists holding that one who respon- 
sible for discipline should counselor. 
view the fact that all teachers are 
necessity disciplinarians, this objection 
could hardly hold except schools that 
can afford hire someone for personnel 
work only. 

There are several advantages the prin- 
cipal’s being the counselor. She can dele- 
gate her counseling other teachers 
individual cases when advisable. She has 
the right question the teachers and will 
get their co-operation easily. The guidance 
program has all-school project, 
not one-person affair. She will get through 
the counseling the over-all view the 
school which she needs give all possible 
help teachers and pupils. any mem- 
ber the faculty has had special prepara- 
tion for guidance work, probably she. 
The principal has her power supply 
the educational advantages, the lecture 
courses, the books that are needed for 
faculty improvement. The guidance pro- 
gram should allow for the improvement 
faculty well students. 

Some principals prefer appoint one 
counselor for the boys and for the 
girls. Others use the home room teachers 
counselors under the supervision 
either the principal other faculty mem- 
ber who has had special work guidance. 

matter who has charge the guid- 
ance program, case study and various 
phases personnel work should take place 
faculty conferences. Just physicians 
hold consultation difficult case, 
should teachers, but teachers should 
farther and every pupil’s name should 
brought effort let one slip 
avoid having say, later years, “If 
had only known could have helped 
that young person.” 


Finding Time 

Program planning presents its share 
difficulties. Where possible, daily class 
period for group guidance should pro- 
vided; half hour may much can 
spared with its half unit credit. 
this impossible, some nonlaboratory class 
period running daily for one hour can 
dispensed with one day the week 
(four periods week are more than the 
equivalent the five 45-minute periods 
weekly required for unit subject) and 
this weekly 60-minute period used for 
group guidance without credit. Where reli- 
gion taught only four days week, the 
fifth day may used for group guidance, 
homeroom teachers usually “take over” 
when religion teachers are not duty. 
homeroom teachers are the counselors, and 
the class periods are minutes length, 
the principal may able take the 
class one hour week two half hour 
periods week allow time for the teach- 
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hold individual conferences with her 
counselees. Most the individual confer- 
ences will have held after school 
hours Saturdays Sundays will 
also the teacher conferences the guidance 
program. 


Training Teachers 

faculty members have not had courses 
this program cannot 
function unless least one teacher has had 
thorough training guidance the 
principal should provide for extension 
course; specialists guidance may en- 
gaged give series lectures the 
faculty. Faculty meetings for which every 
teacher makes careful preparation should 
held and should concentrate such 
topics as: anecdotal records, which teachers 
can begin provide after the first meeting, 
intelligence and achievement basic 
information for individual guidance, social 
guidance, personality ratings, guidance for 
democracy, vocational guidance through 
aptitude testing, case studies, bibliotherapy, 
co-ordination various aspects the guid- 
ance program. 


Cautions 


Establishment guidance program 
not without its dangers. The greatest 
these the well-meant intrusion overly 
zealous faculty members untrained for the 
task, who will give direction which tends 
trains the student think for himself. 
Alienating instead winning the student 
body may result from too much haste and 
from lack sympathy. Too many teachers 
the parochial school are smug their 
belief that our hit-or-miss guidance 
today sufficient, and too many rely 
the confessional and the classes religion 
for the guidance their pupils. They 
should made see that the very real 
advantages for character guidance the 
parochial school can used with far 
greater effect organized carefully and 
sympathetically. Guidance can become 
mechanical; effective must sym- 
pathetic, understanding, individual. Any 
program has guard against the inertia 
which would leave rut. Faculty 
members must remember that the guid- 
ance program above all others not 
static. Faculty members may come 
think that the guidance program one 
man They must taught that 
every faculty member, whether appointed 
counselor not, has definite share 
guidance. The last state will worse than 
the first teachers feel that they are un- 
wanted the personnel work, for then they 
will not even the “hit-or-miss” counsel- 
ing that they have done the past.

Education the Archdiocese Philadelphia 


Rev. Edward Reilly, 


Diocese Philadelphia which 
originally included the jurisdiction 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, and the western 
and southern part New Jersey, was 
established 1808. Philadelphia that 
time were the parishes St. Joseph, St. 
Mary, Holy Trinity, and St. Augustine. 
When the diocese was founded, these 
parishes had made provision for their chil- 
dren parochial schools. 1818, with the 
coming the Sisters Charity the 
already well-established school Holy 
Trinity Parish, religious women were first 
introduced teachers the parochial 
schools. 

the close the Revolutionary War, 
Rev. Robert Molyneux, S.J., had opened 
St. Mary’s, Mother school all the 
parochial schools the English-speaking 
The affairs this school were ad- 
ministered board managers under 
the direction the pastor. 

Despite its auspicious beginnings, the 
cause Catholic education Philadelphia 
suffered many setbacks. Factional troubles, 
such the Hogan Schism, broke out 
St. Mary’s 1812, that for years 
was the scene constant disorder and 
strife between the lay trustees and clergy. 
Nevertheless, the zealous leadership and 
solid educational convictions Bishop 
Francis Patrick Kenrick and Rev. John 
Hughes (later Archbishop New York) 
marked new era the development 
Catholic education Philadelphia. When 
Bishop Kenrick became Archbishop 
Baltimore (1851), proposed His 
Holiness, Pope Pius IX, that the vacant

Nepomucene Neumann, the vice-provincial 
the Redemptorists America. 

The Hogan Schism, the Nativist, and 
the Know-Nothing uprisings had stunted 
ful seed. The champion great cause 
had come Penn’s City Brotherly Love. 
His weapons were burning zeal, profound 
scholarship, and heroic sanctity. 


Catholic Education Organized 

Previous the appointment the 
Venerable Bishop Neumann, consecrated 
March 28, 1852, little had been done 
toward effective and systematic organiza- 
tion the Catholic schools the various 
dioceses this country. Just one month 
after his consecration, Bishop Neumann 
called meeting all the diocesan pastors 
devise ways and means establishing 
school each parish. This was the first 
the series monthly school meetings

held the Bishop with his pastors 
throughout his episcopate. From the be- 
ginning perceived “that only system 
Catholic education parochial schools” 
could meet the needs the Church 
Board Education therefore was formed, 
composed the pastor and two lay dele- 
gates from each parish the Phila- 
delphia. The main objectives the board 
were secure means for the opening 
new schools and endow the board with 
certain supervisory powers concerning the 
schools. Thus was established the 
System Catholic Education Parochial 
Schools” America. the later spring 
the same year, came the solemn opening 
day the First Plenary Council Balti- 
more, May 1852. The outcome this 
council was exhortation bishops “to 
see that schools established connec- 
tion with all the churches their dioceses.” 


More Religious Teachers 

The rapid multiplying parochial 
schools the diocese was due, largely 
after the zeal the bishops, the secur- 
ing religious teachers. Five years before 
the appointment Bishop Neumann, the 
Sisters St. Joseph had come Phila- 
delphia from St. Louis take care the 
orphans St. John’s Orphan Asylum. 
the fall 1848, they began parish school 
work Pottsville. Under the fostering care 
the new Bishop, their numbers greatly 
increased. Although the care the orphans 
was the first work the Sisters St. 
Joseph Philadelphia, was not their 
chief contribution the diocese. The prob- 
lem providing parochial schools was 
urgent and the Sisters St. Joseph, who 
later established their mother house 
Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, were called 
upon take important share this 
work. 
invitation establish schools and acad- 
emies the diocese was also extended 
the Sisters Notre Dame (Namur). 
1856, they opened school the Assump- 
tion Parish, Philadelphia, and since that 
time, have labored parish schools and 
academies throughout the diocese. 1848, 
through the influence Father Neumann, 
Mother Caroline the School Sisters 
Notre Dame, had opened the parochial 
school attached St. Peter’s Church, 
Philadelphia. There the Redemptorist Fa- 
thers charge the parish welcomed them 
cordially. 

Bishop Neumann introduced into the 
diocese, well, the Brothers the Chris- 
tian Schools for the education boys. 


1853 the first Brothers, coming from Can- 
ada, began the educational endeavor which 
was prosper and continue even until 
today. 

Acting the advice Pope Pius IX, 
Bishop Neumann founded 1855 new 
religious community known the Sisters 
St. Francis, the first Franciscan Sisters 
the United States. Their mother house 
today Glen Riddle, Pa. Established 
primarily care for the sick and the poor, 
they were, because the pressing needs 
the time, given charge St. Alphonsus’ 
parish school 1858, and have continued 
active diocesan education since that date. 

the same year the Sisters, Servants 
the Immaculate Heart Mary, whose 
mother house now West Chester, Pa., 
destined play important role the 
development Catholic education Phila- 
delphia, were brought into the diocese from 
their mother house Monroe, Mich. 

The Sisters Mercy, the mother 
house Merion, the suburbs Phila- 
delphia, began their teaching the diocese 
1861. Two years later, small group 
the Sisters the Holy Child Jesus, but 
recently founded England Mother 
Cornelia Connelly, Philadelphia, were 
sent her her native city. 

The zealous Bishop Philadelphia 
fought the good fight for Catholic parochial 
school education. Well might Bishop Se- 
bastian Messmer (of Milwaukee, Wis.) 
write Rome, some years after the 
Venerable John Nepomucene Neumann’s 
death: “Among the Bishops the New 
World, (Neumann) has been the first 
and most energetic defender the paro- 
chial school and that Catholic education, 
which, from that time on, the repeated 
declarations the Sovereign Pontiff and 
the Councils America have proclaimed 
necessary.” 

1868, the request Bishop James 
Frederick Wood, Bishop Neumann’s suc- 
cessor, the dioceses Scranton and Harris- 
burg were created the Holy See. 
1875, the Diocese Philadelphia was made 
metropolitan see. Bishop Wood, priest 
not unmindful the great and growing 
responsibility entrusted him, became its 
first Archbishop. Under him, parochial 
schools increased and expanded. 

1884, the Third Plenary Council 
Baltimore gave consideration the organ- 
ization and improvement the parochial 
schools. Consequently, the Seventh Di- 
ocesan Synod held Archbishop Patrick 
John Ryan Philadelphia, November 
1886, plans for carrying out the orders 
the Council were made. The Diocesan 
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Cathedral SS. Peter and Paul, 


School Board, consisting priests, was 
named with the Archbishop president. 


Diocesan Superintendent Appointed 


Four years after its organization, the 
board adopted, for the purpose unifying 
and raising the standard the schools, 
curriculum studies standard for the 
diocese. The second important achievement 
the board was the establishment 
executive officer the board, called the 
Philadelphia group “the superintendent” 
who, responsible the board, would de- 
vote full time the direction the 
parochial schools the archdiocese. 

The first superintendent schools 
the Archdiocese Philadelphia, Rev. John 
Shanahan, subsequently Bishop 
Harrisburg, was therefore appointed 
Archbishop Ryan. Father Shanahan, 
scholar, student educational problems, 
and pioneer member the Archdiocesan 
School Board, was pre-eminently qualified 
for this office. 

Previous his appointment ‘superin- 
tendent, Father Shanahan had been pastor 
Our Mother Sorrows’ Church and 
principal its school. This experience was 
for him school practice where ex- 
perimented and tried out methods which, 
while advance their times, were solid, 
since they were founded unchanging 
Catholic educational principles. 


Free High School 


the time his appointment, Septem- 
ber 1894, there were the Archdiocese, 
consisting then the ten counties the

Community Supervisors 


One the first important achievements 
the new superintendent was enforcement 
uniform courses study the schools 
under his jurisdiction. Since there were 
the archdiocese 1895, three religious 
communities men and eleven religious 
communities women, Father Shanahan 
perceived that recommendations made 
religious communities would more effec- 
tive given through the medium 
executive that community. The reverend 
superintendent, therefore, petitioned the 
superior general each the teaching 
communities the archdiocese appoint 
community inspector. The community 
inspector was given supervisory authority 
over all the schools the archdiocese 
taught her community. This office 
now called that supervisor,” 
Other examples the extraordinary fore- 
sight this great educator include the 
first diocesan regulations establishing uni- 
formity examinations and yearly ex- 
hibitions the children’s work. early 
September, 1894, Father Shanahan in- 
troduced series Saturday lectures for 
the teachers his schools, the first educa- 
tional movement its kind the country. 
project, however, was dearer the 
interest the first superintendent 
schools than Roman Catholic High School, 
which his first school report, referred 
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“the crowning glory our parochial 
school system.” 

Catholic schools secondary grade have 
existed the United States since colonial 
days. Roman Catholic became, however, 
the “first free central high school.” Thomas 
Cahill his will dated August 23, 1873, 
provided for establishment school 
for the free education boys over the age 
such educational courses and studies other 
than those purely ecclesiastical their 
nature, will best qualify such boys for 
the ordinary pursuits life.” 
foundation, the school was under the direct 
control the Archbishop who appointed 
its president rector. Thus became part 
the diocesan school system. The boys 
the city were provided for, but obviously 
the girls the senior classes the various 
parishes needed similar 
vision. 

the school report 1895 Father 
Shanahan writes: ‘‘The 
should withdrawn from 
schools altogether and assembled build- 
ing centrally located and should there 
properly classified and trained the higher 
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branches prescribed for them.” his sec- 
ond school report, Father Shanahan de- 
clared more emphatically: high school 
for girls necessary. Where the Catholic 
philanthropist who will meet this necessity 
and endow such school?” This question 
was answered during the superin- 
tendency Father Shanahan’s successor, 
Rev. Philip McDevitt, who assumed the 
role superintendent May 1899, the 
day which the first superintendent 
the Archdiocese Philadelphia was con- 
secrated Bishop Harrisburg. 


High Schools for Girls 


The experience the earlier pioneers 
the field was rich inheritance. Father 
McDevitt built well upon the great founda- 
tion. The peak his achievement was 
the establishment the first diocesan 
high school for girls the nation. The 
first step toward the goal was the establish- 
ment what were called “Community 
High School Centers for Girls.” These 
separate schools, three which were 
opened 1900, were become the nucleus 
the Catholic Girls’ High School, founded 
With the approval the Diocesan 
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School Board, and assurance that re- 
ligious communities involved 
ingly and cordially co-operate the experi- 
ment,” what was the turn the century 
novel idea, was announced the follow- 
ing letter the superintendent addressed, 
the summer 1900, the pastors 
where the children high school grade 
were being taught: 

“There will opened September 
(1900) the Cathedral School, the 
Assumption School, and St. Teresa’s 
Convent what might called Senior Class 
Centers, charge respectively the Sis- 
ters St. Joseph, Sisters the Holy 
Child, and the Sisters the Immaculate 
Heart. these centers will come from the 
various schools taught said Sisters, those 
pupils who are doing senior class 

1902 St. Elizabeth’s Center, under 
the care the Sisters St. Francis and 
the Gesu Center, taught the Sisters 
Notre Dame (Namur) completed these 
centers which became part the “System 
Catholic Parochial the 
Archdiocese. 

While Father McDevitt with character- 
istic zeal and foresight administered the

educator was central diocesan Catholic 
high school for girls. spite the devo- 
tion Father McDevitt the Catholic 
High School Centers and the encourage- 
ment and interest Archbishop Ryan 
their achievement, was evident 1907 
that these centers could not longer ade- 
quately meet the increased population and 
needs students thronging them for 
secondary education. Consequently, the 
commencement exercises the centers 
the spring that year, Father McDevitt 
suggested that “High School for Girls 
would splendid memorial the cen- 
tennial year 1908.” His Grace, Arch- 
bishop Ryan, endorsed the plan. cher- 
ished dream was going come true. 
Subscriptions were under way when 
April 1908, His Grace made known 
the public that splendid centenary gift 
$100,000 had been donated devout 
Philadelphia lady who desired her name 
withheld. This was substantial nucleus 
around which gathered the larger sum 
needed create the girls’ high school, 
which would complete the educational sys- 
tem the diocese. (It was later announced 
that this anonymous donor was Mrs. Mary 
McMichan. comply with request 
made her will, which she further 
endowed the Catholic Girl’s High School, 
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the name her brother John Hallahan 
was prefixed March 1925.) 

Another feature the plan was Father 
McDevitt’s proposal that each parish do- 
nate $500 furnish classroom the 
school, the room named after the 
parish that equipped it. The plan was 
quickly endorsed. This idea emphasized the 
fact that “the high school belongs the 
parishes and rounds out 
system.” 


Diocesan High School for Girls 


The site chosen for the first diocesan 
high school its kind was piece 
diocesan property Nineteenth and Wood 
Streets. seems more than coincidence 
that the Venerable Bishop Neumann, the 
pioneer the development parochial 
school system, should have purchased part 
this ground 1854. The remainder 
the lot was purchased Bishop Wood 
1861. 

September 18, 1912, the new “Cath- 
olic Girl’s High School” opened its doors 
little less than 600 girls. great 
educational dream had become reality. 
Three hundred twenty-six these were 
graduates the eighth grade parish 
schools; 226 had completed one year the 
senior centers. the end the year 
certificates were given 223 graduates 
the commercial course. The girls electing 
form the first class did not 
graduate until three years later when they 
completed the prescribed four-year course. 


Co-operation Religious Orders 


Unique was the high school itself, its 
greatest innovation, perhaps, was its fac- 
ulty. This group, with Right Rev. Msgr. 
Philip McDevitt principal, consisted 
members different religious com- 
munities and one lay teacher. These separ- 
ate communities included: the Sisters St. 
Joseph, the Sisters the Immaculate 
Heart, the Sisters St. Francis, and the 
Sisters Mercy. The Sisters the Holy 
Child Jesus joined the faculty 1919. 
Each religious community under its own 
prefect was assigned special subject 
subjects the curriculum and, 
school grew with the years, definite charges 
responsibilities its administration, sub- 
ject the authority the superintendent. 
These pioneer diocesan religious teachers 
proved conclusively that groups different 
religious communities can work together 
harmoniously and effectively. This division 
subject fields offered opportunities for 
teacher specialization and increased effi- 
ciency. successful has been the plan, 
has been adopted Philadelphia and else- 
where. The number different religious 
communities women has been increased 
three other diocesan high schools for 
girls founded subsequently Philadelphia. 


Co-operation Parishes 


1916, Right Rev. Msgr. McDevitt

Something Overlooked 
Dr. Lamers’ articles brought reflect

But must 
remain aware that many our best traditions 
are not it. 

The Report states well® that the 
latin progressive ability read and under- 
stand Latin.” But what does set its 
“yltimate objectives,” that is, the values, out- 
side the hard work the learning process, 
“ypon which the justification Latin 
instrument secondary education must 
depend,” and which “continue function 
after the school study Latin has 
These “ultimate objectives” are, obvious, 
the motives available recruit students 
enroll Latin courses and take the hard 
work learning Latin.

tural objectives. 


Objectives Failed Motivators 

How have these “ultimate objectives” 
worked out practice through the years 
since 1924? The first named, instrumental 
objectives, have not been all effective 
motivating non-Catholic Americans learn 
how read and understand Latin. These 
students have had reason desire read 
latin after its school study was past. the 
have stressed the disciplinary* and 
cultural values. But these objectives also have 
been failing more and more win sufficient 
numbers students study the Latin 
language. 

the case the high schools, Dr. 
Lamers well points out his first 
1921 and 1922 almost per cent Amer- 
high school students were taking Latin, 
and 1934 only per cent. From then till 
now the decline seems have continued, 
although statistics are not available. the 
case the colleges good indication the 
trend found the figures published Dr. 
Walter Agard, chairman the department 
classics the University Wisconsin, 
the Milwaukee Journal for May 30, 1948. 
During the past years the number stu- 
dents taking the Latin language the Uni- 
versity Wisconsin has fallen from 400 90, 
although the number those studying Eng- 
lish translations the classics has grown from 
500. 

From this appears that the disciplinary 
objectives have been growing almost weak 
the “instrumental objectives” win stu- 
dents learn the Latin language the public 
schools would expect, since most 
the administrators and registration advisers 
there disbelieve mental discipline and 
transfer training.

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have been placing more and more emphasis 
the cultural objectives Latin. The next 
obvious discovery has been that the details 
civilization and culture can more satis- 
factorily learned through translations. 

Consequently the classicists the non- 
Catholic schools are tending more and more 
thin out the study the Latin language, 
and advocate giving chiefly merely the 
literature, even for the often immature stu- 
dents second-year high school. Thus these 
classicists think that even these sophomores 
will grasp the literature and culture, and 
learn ethical and sociological principles useful 
for “living democracy”; and further, that 
thus they themselves, the classicists, will 
obtain set objectives whose value they 
can persuade the educationalists who are the 
administrators and registration counselors 
the public high schools. 

some this seems revitalizing the Latin 
program. others seems but one 
more revision that program, which revision 
this time consists eliminating almost all 
the Latin language. Perhaps after generation 
the American classicists will discover 
that the pagan literature Greece and 
Rome, uncriticized and uncorrected Chris- 
tianity, there are bad ethical and sociological 
principles well good ones; also, that 
many students, especially high school, will 
get more solid fruits literature and 
culture from English translations Latin 
Greek classics than they from the Eng- 
lish classics they already read their classes 
English. Then perhaps the classicists will 
have search for something new again. The 
whole process may typical case ex- 
perimenting with means before one clear 
about one’s ends. 

praise and hope profit from the in- 
genious experimentation the classicists 
non-Catholic schools, just they have 
profited from the work Catholic classicists. 
But think that should cautiously guard 
against any merely slavish copying. our 
ends are not identical with theirs, the means 
which they devise for their ends will not 
wholly suitable for ours. While have many 
objectives common with them, should 
also have some over and above what they 
have, and vastly different. less than 
they shall well clarify our own ends 
accordance with the exigencies our 
modern times. 

Catholics merely drift with the stream 
among the classicists the non-Catholic 
schools, less than they, may well 
substitute cultural history for the Latin lan- 
guage; and too shall end wherever their 
drifting leads. That may well be: stranded 
sandbar where there are students 
taught read and understand the Latin lan- 
guage. the long run are more likely 
give substantial help the classicists non- 
Catholic schools preserve and develop 
our own ancient Catholic educational tradi- 
tions than merely copy blindly what 
they devise. 

place such blind copying, Cath- 
olics should take some hints, and perhaps the 
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program for campaign our own, from the 
paragraph the Encyclical Education 
where Pope Pius speaks Latin. 

Catholic school, “the study the 
vernacular and classical literature will 
damage moral virtue. There the Chris- 
tian teacher will imitate the bee, which takes 
the choicest part the flower and leaves the 
rest, St. Basil teaches his discourse 
youths the study the classics. Nor will 
this necessary caution, suggested also the 
pagan Quintilian, any way hinder the 
Christian teacher from gathering and turn- 
ing profit, whatever there real worth 
the systems and methods our modern 
times, mindful the Apostle’s advice: 
‘Prove all things: hold fast that which 
good.’ Hence accepting the new, will 
not hastily abandon the old, which the experi- 
ence centuries has found expedient and 
profitable. This particularly true the 
teaching Latin, which our days falling 
more and more into disuse, because the 
unreasonable rejection methods success- 
fully used that sane humanism, whose 
highest development was reached the 
schools the Church. These noble traditions 
the past require that the youth committed 
Catholic schools fully instructed the 
letters and sciences accordance with the 
exigencies the 

The objectives which have been prominent 
the propaganda classicists since the 
Report 1924 were not the ones foremost 
the minds the Catholic educators during 
the preceding centuries when Latin 
flourished well the Church’s education. 


Practical Objective 


These educators the centuries old Chris- 
tian tradition (before the Report 1924) 
were not teaching Latin primarily and im- 
mediately achieve mental discipline and 
culture; nor had they formulated these two 
objectives motives entice students 
learn Latin. Rather, these teachers were striv- 
ing chiefly and rather simply impart skill 
reading and writing, and sometimes speak- 
ing, the language the Church (then also 
the language the intellectual world). And 
they found their students motivated the 
hard work learning the Latin language be- 
cause they wanted tap the rich treasures, 
pagan and Christian, ancient 
temporary, enshrined Latin. That is, the 
students hoped means knowing the 
Latin language able participate with 
understanding the liturgy, learn from 
the pagans artistic form, and from the Chris- 
tian Latin writers rich philosophical and 
theological thought which they could guide 
their lives. And these teachers, achieving 
their simple end imparting power over the 
Latin language, also achieved many accidental 
benefits besides, such mental discipline 
and culture.

Quite the con- 
trary, confident that, while continuing 
use the objectives stated the Report, 
shall also and above all farther back 
than 1924 search out, from the old, endur- 
ing traditions Catholic education, effective 
objectives and adapt them function suc- 
cessfully recruiting students today. our 
Catholic schools want our students learn 
the language the Church. also want 
them know Latin for its literary and 
cultural values—not only those enshrined 
the Latin pagan Rome, but also those 
the vast corpus the Latin writings 
the Church. And shall succeed. 

know that Dr. Lamers not hater 
the classic tongues their literatures.” 
Although disagree with the approach has 
taken and many the measures has sug- 
gested, realize that trying help 
the cause Latin; and turning the 
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remaining points his article, again thank 
him for raising the issues. 


Aid Mastering English

Dr. Lamers points out that various tests 
students who had but two semesters Latin 
evidenced considerable superiority ability 
recognize meanings English words 
derived from Latin. Then adds, 
detracted something, that the modern foreign 
languages accomplish the same effect with 
about equal efficiency. What difference does 
that make? Latin does contribute something 
this incidental objective Latin .study, 
which really the problem the English 
class. Our chief task teach Latin, and 
that something additional gain. 


Classical Allusions 


“Ability understand classical allusions 
fiction history can imparted with less 
time and effort than that required learn 
Latin.” gladly concede this point, and pro- 
claim myself. That ability too but by- 
product learning Latin, and the case 
Latin does not much rest it. 


Grammar 


learning “the many facts Latin gram- 
mar means learning the few facts 
English advantageous procedure? 
Once more, imparting English grammar the 
task the English teacher, and only 
incidental by-product the task the Latin 
teacher. However, especially these days 
when little English grammar taught, 
many students come understand English 
grammar better from the outside view they 
get Latin class than from what they 
learn English class. 

Dr. Lamers himself informs that one 
experiment revealed that “Latin students were 
only slightly more proficient than non-Latin 
students correcting common high school 
grammatical errors.” Then they were more 
proficient, and something the by-product 
was accomplished. 


Style 

Dr. Lamers makes much Newman’s hav- 
ing modeled his style Latin 
teachers today were urging their students 
model their style Cicero’s involved periods. 
This objection out date. found even 
amusing because only month ago heard 
Latin teacher touch with modern thought 
caution his students against imitating Cicero’s 
style their English writing, Newman did, 
they desire read the modern world. 
advised them model their English style 
the crisp lucid styles Belloc Roose- 
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velt, which the Latin styles Sallust 
St. Thomas Aquinas bear some resemblances, 

Dr. Lamers fears that “translation Eng- 
lish” may turn Latin class and harm 
the permanent English style the student. 
Let realistic. Translation English turns 
just often classes French, German 
Spanish, and yet wisely not urge 
the elimination modern languages from 
the curriculum. 

Let more realistic still. Suppose that 
student does fall into translation English 
language class. does not employ 
outside the language class his written 
good English teacher. Furthermore, like every 
other Latin teacher, have experienced this 
fact over and over again. Students who were 
occasionally slipping into translation English 
their Latin classes were simultaneously 
writing natural, lively, idiomatic English, the 
best prose and verse the school publications, 
They were also winning the highest honors 
debating and public speaking. 

The other complaints about the aid Latin 
mastering English are unimportant 
equally applicable any classics any lan- 
guage that they need not discussed 
detail. Latin aid the work the 
English class, but not substitute for it. 


The Study Other Languages 


Does previous study Latin aid the stu- 
dent master other languages? Cannot the 
student, Dr. Lamers asks, learn the foreign 
grammar and vocabulary more economically 
going directly than first taking 
all the labor two more years Latin? 
Again say that this misconceives the hier- 
archy the objectives learning Latin. 
presupposes that are teaching Latin 
chiefly make easier learn modern 
language. can but repeat unto tedium: the 
chief objective the Latin teacher teach 
Latin. does that well, his students will 
gain—as accidental by-product —in- 
creased ability learn modern languages. For 
there transfer, and the student has learned 
vocabulary, grammar, and language skills 
which can apply the case another 
language. 


Latin Civilization and Culture 
“There are other more economical ways 
know civilization than through study 
its language.” That position and point. 
The function the Latin teacher teach 
Latin, not substitute for 
tory, one its by-products. 


Latin and Latin Literature 


“The great majority high school students 
never read any Latin literature.” Since about 
per cent those who begin high school 
Latin further than the second year, that 
true that per cent. And these stu- 
dents did read literature the second 
would they have the mental maturity draw 
more literary fruits out Latin literature 
than they out the English literature 
which they read sophomores? would 
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they only forming callow opinions prob- 
lems ethics, politics, sociology which 
beyond their capacity? Moreover, what 
Dr. Lamers says equally true those who 
but two years high school French, 
German, Spanish. But his contention not 
drop any these languages from 
the curriculum. Substantially this same answer 
holds true for objections and 
the heading Latin and Latin literature. 
Objection contains warning salutary for 
all: attempt too many objectives simul- 
taneously gain none them. 

“Why not read the classics translation?” 
all means so. Read many them 
translation time and the students’ mental 
cultural knowledge. But not forget that 
want our Catholic students know the 
language the Church, too, and not merely 
gather some scattered, undigested, un- 
critical, and soon forgotten notions about 
Jupiter and Venus and Roman ethics and 
politics and sociology anything else. 

“We cannot defend the right Latin 
the curriculum language lead- 
ing into literature unless get more students 
read the literature This may 
hold true Latin vocational terminal 
schools; transmit that. But far from 
applicable schools preparing quite few 
their students, not discernible freshman 
year, enter college. want these students 
study Latin for both its linguistic and its 
literary values. Furthermore, this objection 
may even hold true the public high schools, 
where the terminal courses Latin now 
being planned for sophomores the right 
remain the curriculum being 
based largely, even chiefly and almost ex- 
its being language leading into 
literature. But, with the tradition Catholic 
education behind us, should not defend the 
Catholic academic high schools chiefly 
exclusively for that one reason. 

All the potential objectives any subject 
achieved one time. Where sub- 
stantial achievement sought, the first two 
years high school study any tongue are 
necessarily devoted chiefly learning the 
language. Only subsequent years does the 
emphasis notably shift the cultural values. 
Nine years experience teaching Latin 
college freshmen has convinced that 
the students who have done fairly well 
third- fourth-year Latin our Catholic 
high schools have been achieving, measure 
ample repay the effort expended, those fine 
objectives and cultural values set down 
Dr. Lamers’ excellent paragraph the liter- 
ature power. 


Latin the Catholic High School 


The following comparison may enable 
appreciate anew the place and service 
Catholic high school. 

present-day American education, Dr. 
Lamers has well pointed out us, the 
function and foremost objective the teacher 
modern languages teach the languages 
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France, Germany, Spain, some- 
place else. the teacher does this well, his 
students learn the language and acquire addi- 
tional benefits besides, such as, the first 
two years study, discipline mind with 
possible transfer other fields, and, sub- 
sequent years the study continued, grow- 
ing cultural appreciation the literature and 
civilization, minute percentage his stu-

All the rest perhaps 
per cent the cease use 
the language when they quit school; and 
they cease use they soon forget it. One 
year less after graduation they remember 
little nothing the language its liter- 
ature. The values they retain are chiefly 
the disciplinary ones: the skills, methods, 
ideals, and other desirable habits which they 
apply other fields. If, however, later 
life some few incur need using the 
language continually, they will find easier 
learn over again than they had not 
studied high school. 

Rather similarly, the Catholic high school 
today the function and chief objective the 
teacher Latin teach the Latin language, 
especially the ability understand it. 
does this well, his students learn the language 
their Church, and gain many accidental 
benefits besides, such as, the first two years, 
mental discipline with subsequent transfer 
training, aid the mastery English 
other languages, and, junior senior 
years college, goodly and growing 
measure complete cultural contact with 
the classics. percentage his students

somewhat larger, will continue Latin college 
and learn how draw from the rich Latin 
well into which the best thought Cathol- 
icism has been flowing for 1800 years. They 
will therefore better able exert Cath- 
olic influence graduate work scholarly 
professional fields. Almost all the rest 
who have had two years high school Latin 
can, they will to, continue use the Latin 
missal for the rest their lives (provided, 
course, that they have been inducted into 
habit using second high); and they 
can continue participate more actively and 
intelligently the liturgy understanding 
the Gloria, Credo, Salutaris Hostia, 
Tantum Ergo when they hear them sung 
Church. Even they not avail them- 
selves these abilities, they will retain many 
the disciplinary values their Latin, 
such skills, methods, intellectual, 
moral, and aesthetic ideals, which they can 
apply other fields. they develop need 
Latin later life—for example, when 
they enter college graduate school they 
too will surprised discover how easily 
they can regain and then improve the knowl- 
edge Latin which they had the close 
second-year high school. 

Indeed, the task the teacher Latin 
Catholic school can important, and in- 
spiring teacher and students alike; and 
can have many worth-while goals which are 
achievable.

FOURTEEN RULES FOR 
PUNISHMENT 


Dr. Edwin Brown, dean the Uni- 
versity College St. University, 
suggests recent issue “The Clearing 
House,” rules for handing out punish- 
ment schools. Punishment, writes, 
part discipline and should used 
end, namely self-discipline the part 
children. Following are the rules: 

Teachers govern best when they 
not seem govern. 

The aim punishment never 
retribution. 

Suit the punishment the offender, 
not the offense. This would seem 
playing favorites, but what light 
punishment for one child may overly 
severe for another, even though the 
offense identical. 

teacher should ever punish 
pupil when angry. 

become personal, indicates lack 
proper perspective the part the 
teacher. The offense against the society 
which represents, not against him 
personal way. This the same mistake 
made the officer who says, 
cannot that beat.” The offense 
against the law, not 
representative. 

The wise teacher defers punish- 
ment for reasonable time. Offenders 
tend see the errors their ways while 
waiting for the sentence. 


That the severity the punishment 
does not tend prevent its recurrence 
proved again and again the courts. 

Certainty better deterrent than 
severity. 

punish the group for the offense 
individual that group not 
only foolish, also unjust. Incidentally, 
the surest way losing support 
which would ordinarily the teacher 
and securing for the wrongdoer. 

10. avoid punishments which also 
punish the teacher but exercise 
ordinary common sense. 

11. imperative that the teacher 
avoid the mistake thinking that the 
student who knows offense and 
does not tell him guilty the 
offender. Children, like adults, never 
like tattle. 

12. very unwise have specific 
specific offenses. The teacher represents 
the judiciary phase government 
well the legislative and executive, and 
must have leeway exercise judg- 
ment.

14. For child old enough reason, 
imperative that the punishment and 
reason for understood any reai 
good result. 
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Practical Aids for the Teacher 


Reading for Integration 
Nicholas Reiman, 


Most Catholic teachers are aware, 
believe, the need for greater “Christian 
integration” our high school students. Reli- 
gion classes and religious practices are not 
enough; need have all school and extra- 
school activities permeated with Christian 
spirit. know that the secularism which 
sways every important segment American 
life politics, movies, newspapers, 
radio has tricked many American Catholics 
into developing kind split personality. 
This true our students their 
parents, from whom they largely acquire their 
attitudes. 

Sue, sophomore St. Agnes, may pray 
rather often Our Lady, and even have 
little statuette Mary her dresser; the 
very same time, she likely think the 
world Lana Turner, see nothing wrong with 
the more revealing fashions, 
eventually marry some wealthy and hand- 
some young man—whether character 
not pretty vague her mind. Her brother, 
Bill, senior St. Thomas, has the same spir- 
itually dulled sensibilities, and probably never 
has dawn him that his Catholic faith 
bears any relation his superiority complex 
toward Negroes and Jews, the magazines 
sells over the counter his drugstore. The 
symptoms are legion, but know the disease 
—schizophrenia, split personality 
practical exclusion God from human think- 
ing and the American bishops 
put it. 

The school, while less force than the 
home shaping the life students, yet can 
and should its best puncture the fallacies 
this secularistic viewpoint, and set stu- 
dents the road toward integrated Chris- 
tian life. All phases school life, especially 
the religion program and Catholic Action 
(whether its form the Sodality, Young 
Christian Students, any other), should 
their share this important work. this 
article, however, wish deal with only one 
phase this school program “outside” 
reading. 

Practically all high schools today, think, 
require the reading certain number 
books per year, usually connection with 
English class. The number will vary accord- 
ing whether the school’s teaching liter- 
ature aims more expression apprecia- 
tion. But regardless whether the number 
books required four twenty, this out- 
side reading can and should strong factor 
aiding Christian integration. 

Take the reading list for third- and fourth- 
year high school. usually includes authors 
like Shakespeare, Dickens, Thackeray, Scott, 
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Austen, Chesterton, Belloc, Newman, and 
Cather. These are all superb writers. Some 
them are not only Catholics, but write like 
Catholics, too. But none them, 
mind, present the full Christian life 1949 
version that will show students clear picture 
the Christian world are trying form 
today. And that what needed. Shake- 
speare shows us, perhaps, what integrated 
Christian life was his century, Newman 
perhaps his. But while this reading most 
worth while and definitely character building, 
will little let readers see how the full 
only full Christianity can expel secularism. 
Chesterton and Belloc, besides being brilliantly 
Catholic authors, are still quite up-to-date. 
Yet their function has been rather insist, 
hundred different ways, the fact that 
God must affect all life. They were 
pioneers the great Catholic revival, show- 
ing the fact, but not the method. Today, 
readers need, besides, books which will 
step further and begin show them exactly 
how must fashion our new Christian society 
for that what are fashioning, less. 
And the new society, though will use, 
hope, all the good earlier ages, must yet 
far different, for the world 1949 far 
different from the world 1250, and even 
that 1900. 


Some Evaluations 


can thank God that the books which 
trace the vision our new Christian world 
have been and are being written. But the best 
thanks can give Him for them, for this 
outpouring books that are really Catholic 
and really modern, see that we, 
and many our students possible, read 
them. Which books, then, are they? 

can begin with two books Graham 
Greene Labyrinthine Ways (also titled The 
Power and the Glory), and The Heart the 
Matter, and two Evelyn Waugh Brides- 
head Revisited and The Loved One. Three 
these are novels, and the fourth, satire 
Hollywood, done pretty much novel form. 
All them run counter the great secularist 
motto—no God religion grace the 
real, practical things life. All them are 
real literature, books that will last. And all 
four are really interesting students who are 
ready for them, and properly introduced 
them. (This means blanket approval 
all Greene’s Waugh’s novels; Greene 
sometimes the seamy side, Waugh some- 
times rather pessimistic.) 

Caryll Houselander another author 
our purpose. She paints the full Christian life 
because she sees all life through the eyes 
grace and God. What might called her 
spiritual reading books The Reed God, 
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This War the Passion, and The Flowering 
their colorful, simple 
modern style and outlook (especially the first 
named them), appeal some high school 
students very much, especially suggested 
around retreat time. The Dry Wood, her first 
novel, vivid and moving that, spite 
too much preachiness the last two 
chapters (chapters easily omitted, 
story really over), the book will liked 
almost all high school students. 

Lewis must. Both his thinking 
and his writing are the highest quality. 
Although not Catholic, even his writings 
religion are error only quite minor 
points, there little fear this score.

Written one 
leading novelists, Van der Meersch, done 
good style, and interesting. Priest-Work- 
man Germany unique. Most war diaries 
are gripping the sheer force the events 
they narrate, and chaplains’ diaries perhaps 
more than others; but this, the war diary 
French Jesuit who enlisted workingman 
Germany with the French workers there, 
even better. The best features the book 
for our purpose are the author’s piercing (no 
other word will do) sense the Mystical 
Body, and his vision workers’ world that 
will one day Christian. Then there are 
dozen other books, all good and sufficiently 
interesting, the French Catholic missionary 
effort France itself, and all the wonderful 
zeal and ingenuity exhibits. Such are those 
Claire Bishop, Father Dillard, and 
several Dominicans, all breathing the spirit 
the first Christians, fire restore all 
things Christ. discouraging think 
there are 18-year-old Catholics 
never even heard this dynamic movement, 
one that can teach much for our own 
United States. 

You Can Change the World, the Christopher 
book Father James Keller Maryknoll, 
stirring book, which aims lead those 
who have faith God and Christ set their 
sights “the big world” all around them, 
instead merely being practicing Catholics 
church and home while letting the 
Christians mismanage and pervert education, 
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government, and other fields great in- 
This book may well direct thousands 
young Catholics into the places where they 
can shape the age teaching, 
government, labor activities, and communica- 
tions (the writing and managing end news- 
papers, Magazines, books, radio, television). 
And will put them there with purpose, 
apostolic purpose. For the many others, too, 
who not feel these fields are for them, 
Father Keller’s book will open new possi- 
bilities. doubt whether single well-meaning 
person can read his book without having 
secularism lose some the hold has over 
all us. 

The books Father Gerald Vann, 
definitely belong our list. Best them 
is, think, The Heart Man. Vann stiff, 
getting around it. But his style good, and 
the book mentioned above marriage and 
all the deep Christian meanings love and 
marriage, and you know how high school 
students “go for” books that subject. 
know friend whose fiancée and read 
each other the days before their wedding, 
they liked that much. And honestly, first 
read the book myself because the frequent 
praise heard from high school students. 

The best all books for the purpose 
mentioned shattering the fallacy secular- 
ism and portraying the full Christian 
are pair the editors the monthly, 
poking-of-fun the gods the worldly 
minded. Designs for Christian Living, 
Peter Michaels, sort blueprint what, 
the days come, the fully Christian radio 
stations, social service organizations, restau- 
rants, movies, hospitals, and fashions may 
look like. The author doesn’t put them down 
definitive, for she recognizes that it’s too 
early yet tell for certain just what our 
new Christian society will be. Still, her book, 
book concrete applications, immensely 
helpful. one, having read it, can still 
“kid” himself herself into supposing that 
Hollywood simply cut out divorce scenes 
from its films and had its leading ladies wear 
more clothes, Hollywood would all 
could demand. 

Then there the bloc French novelists 
and poets who are simply charged with the 
spirit Christianity, whose writers’ eyes seem 
incapable seeing anything except from the 
lookout faith. Bloy, Bernanos, Peguy, 
Mauriac, and Claudel would be, think, the 
chief ones. Several them, especially Bloy 
and Peguy, are some extent extremists. 
the same time, just writers such 
these two who have most teach us, 
Bloy’s The Woman Who Was Poor, where 
the story’s end, Clotilde goes back her 
rags and her poverty with the words, “There 
only one unhappiness, and that 
and having read the story and 
known Clotilde, you know she right. 

There are other books too, which some 
degree instill the integrated Christian life: 
Catherine Hueck’s short but revealing Dear 


Woman Who Was Poor, Leon Bloy, 357 (New 
York, Y.: Sheed and Ward). 
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Bishop, bleeding with the heart apostle; 
Sigrid Undset’s works; Frank Sheed’s Theol- 
ogy and Sanity; Thomas Merton’s Seven 
Storey Mountain; Schimberg’s The Great 
Friend (Ozanam); and Maynard’s Humanist 
Hero (Thomas More), for their limning 
clearly the elements lay sanctity; and 
perhaps two three Bruce Marshall’s 
books. Undoubtedly many more could 
mentioned, don’t take amiss I’ve over- 
looked one your favorites. 

The only other book will add is, course, 
the New Testament, which ought re- 
read, studied, and discussed, but which the 
minimum ought least read through 
once every high school student, above all 
every Catholic one. surprised how 
many will like it. 


Objections 


can see objections all have said being 
popped the score. shall answer the ones 
can foresee. 

“While the books you mention may 
fine for our teen-age students, some the 
authors mentioned have other books that are 
objectionable, least dangerous.” 

True. But the same objection could 
raised against Chaucer, Milton (remember, 
wrote defense Puritanism), John 
Donne, Thackeray, Mark Twain, Swinburne 
fact, about half the writers our 
literature books, comes that. Yet few 
ever seem raise against these writers. 
limit our literature and reading authors 
who have never written objectionable line, 
half our literature would vanish, perhaps the 
better half. course, means that 
teachers will have know something about 
the books and authors, and able distin- 
guish; but then ought doing that 
anyway. And help this job, something 
really worth while has just appeared the 
horizon: the semiannual publication Rena- 
scence, published Marquette University, 
which devotes itself sifting the wheat from 
the chaff these modern Catholic writers. 
The first issue this has already appeared. 

“In fact, some the very books you 
mention are not wholly without objection, 
for example those Greene, Waugh, Bloy.” 

True. Yet the same can said the plays 
Shakespeare that encourage and even 
read class, Time magazine, your own 
daily newspaper. And yet, all read- 
ing these things. believe that the books 
have mentioned, there still more reason 
for overlooking very minor defects, since the 
benefits, the form clearer insight into 
the interworkings grace and nature, are 
great.

And some 
them, while perfect for adults 
example, Labyrinthine Ways morally 
adapted immature young people.” 

This objection is, think, one the most 
frequent; and convinced wholly 
mistaken. Intellectually, vastly underrate 
the capabilities our students. might 
guess this from the fact that, many coun- 
tries, what would call college courses begin 
about 16, and philosophy about 17, 
instead about two years later, usual 
the United States. might guess from 
that, say; but sure from own 
experience boys’ Catholic high school, 
and even more from rather close acqain- 
tance with the students, curriculum, and gen- 
eral reading certain girls’ Catholic high 
school, where the reading done embraces 
almost every one the books have 
mentioned. The girls this high school are 
fair cross section high school students, 
coming from ordinary families, and having 
ordinary high school intelligence quotients. 
They both read and enjoy these books. And 
they profit them; for these girls are, 
group, more intellectually Catholic and 
really apostolic, both high school and 
after, than those any other high school 
know. 

After all, 1949 not the Victorian Age, 
whether try make not. Our 
students learn the facts life earlier than 
perhaps might wish. both useless and 
harmful try insulate them completely; 
the better course teach them what the 
world is, but make them ready live 
and help reshape it. This means, books, 
that they will introduced books which 
are fairly mature, always making sure that 
they are introduced them the right way. 

“Even these books ought read 
our high school boys and girls, they don’t 
belong literature reading course, since 
few are good literary style, and many are 
not literary subject matter.” 

The first half this few 
Catholic books are good literary style— 
may once have been true. not true today. 
Many the books cited, for example those 
Greene, Waugh, Lewis, Merton, 
contain the very best writing being done 
today, and will most certainly found the 
literature books tomorrow. might add 
that practically all the others are good writ- 
ing, and above the average from the stylistic 
viewpoint. 

The second half the that 
some are not literary subject 
involves, mind, misconception, for 
not believe there any such thing 
literary subject matter. Literature reflects all 
life, and not nature limited ditties 
about stars, meadows, and maidens, 
novels. not see why. the fine expression 
real things cannot good and endur- 
ing writing the fine expression imaginary 
things. more than likely that our liter- 
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ature reading dealt more fully with real life, 
students would less averse literature. 

“In any case, there just room for 
your suggestions our reading course. Where 
will put Dickens and Scott? What’s the 
matter with Chesterton and Belloc?” 

answer the last question first, nothing. 
all means include Chesterton and Belloc. 
And keep Dickens and Scott there too. Only, 
don’t let either these pairs exclude from 
the reading list the books have mentioned. 
Let there balance: senior required 
read ten books, space could found for 
authors Michaels, Vann, and Greene. the 
required reading is, say, four books year, 
think there should still room, for example, 
for Screwtape Letters first year, Fishers 
Men second, You Can Change the World 
Designs for Christian Living third, and 
Labyrinthine Ways fourth.

must subjoin two warnings. First, the 
books have mentioned must not handed 
out indiscriminately; book should. Greene 
and Waugh and Bloy and Undset and Sheed 
don’t belong first second year. some 
cases, even fourth year high school students 
may not ready for them. senior class 
taught last year, waited till midyear before 
recommended Brideshead Revisited all 
the class, although several encouraged 
read earlier. midyear had thoroughly 
discussed the principles Tenets for Readers 
and Reviewers, and had used Today, maga- 
zine aid their maturity appreciation, 
thought they were ready for these books. 
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quite sure that the sort program have 
outlined this article had been their diet 
from the start, all would have been ready for 
the book earlier, perhaps junior year. 
This points the fact that the student’s 
ability assimilate the books mentioned 
above, and reap the immense profit 
accentuated Christian integration 
lives, depends also the total school pro- 
gram, and how far administration and 
teachers aim developing intellectually 
alive, apostolic Catholics. But the individual 
teacher, even alone, especially the English 
teacher, can much toward this end. And, 
lest anyone have fears, such effort not only 
school, will positively better them. 
Whatever effort spend stimulating 
reading this kind effort very well spent. 
Not only will those our students who 
college much more ready for Soph- 
ocles and Dante and Tolstoi and Plato and 
Augustine and Aquinas, but all our students, 
including that bulk them who work 
factorty and office and shop when high 
school days are over—all them will 
much more Catholic, both intellectually and 
practically, for they will know what full Cath- 
olic life means.

Advising School Paper 


Sister Evarista, 


Advising school paper discouraging 
task times. Like the old woman the shoe, 
your problems pile until you don’t know 
what do. Yet, can fun. you look 
upon your job, not added burden 
your already heavy schedule, but purpose- 
ful experience, both you and the staff will have 
fun doing it. 

Perhaps your school does not offer course 
journalism, and possibly you have had 
formal journalistic training. Though the dis- 
advantage such setup obvious, need 
not fatal. Abundant good will and abiding 
enthusiasm will greatly offest these handicaps. 
Here are few suggestions. 


Choosing the Staff 


Choose the staff wisely. The school paper 
only good the ability the staff can 
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the best editorial timber can find among 
the students. Only those with flair for writ- 
ing and interest school newspaper work 
should taken. The number staff members 
will depend upon local conditions, but any 
staff will need the following “keymen.” 

editor who organizer and leader. 
His work plan each bit material and 
each job advance. must know what 
wants and able get without friction. 

business manager who, above all, honest 
for handles the money. Essentially, must

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methodical and accurate keeping records 
receipts and expenditures. 

feature writer with talent for writing 
clever, original stories. 

sports editor with more than love 
sports. must enjoy writing and have imag- 
ination think new types material. 

Reporters who are alert and active gather. 
ing fresh, up-to-date news. Each reporter 
should have “news beat”; that is, persons 
places visited search news items. Most 
schools have these beats: Principal’s 
contemplated changes personnel, curriculum, 
class schedule; new equipment, coming 
events, honor roll, enrollment, achievements 
recent alumni. Home room teachers class 
activities, human interest such as, 
three sets twins, several students with the 
same name, the tallest and the shortest 
dent. Faculty, members charge special 
activities dramatic teacher, music director, 
athletic coach. Student class officers and com- 
mittee chairmen, the library, the cafeteria, 
and the bulletin board will all yield some news 
interest. 

For best results, try give each student, 
nearly possible, the job wants. Have 
understood from the beginning that each 
staff member must absolutely responsible 
for doing his work satisfactorily and for getting 
time. The editor could post chart 
showing each person’s exact assignment and 
the date which each due. Then should 
see that the deadline met. 

Ideally, the adviser does only what the title 
implies advises. Keep mind that the 
students’ paper, not yours. Use the material 
prepared the staff, but don’t edit rewrite 
it. Let them that. school paper should 
let the students not only learn doing, but 
while learning. 

How closely you can adhere these stand- 
ards will depend upon the initiative and jour- 
nalistic talent your students, well upon 
your own skill drawing out 
these traits. the final analysis the ad- 
viser’s responsibility turn out creditable 
paper. But don’t what the students should 
and can do. 


Writing the News Story 
The Lead 


Fair and well-balanced coverage all school 
news sources, though essential, not enough. 
The way the news written counts, too. This 
age packaged commodities and the 
newspaer reader wants his news also, 
package.

The first section, called the lead 
the story nutshell. supplies the basic 
information which the reader seeks who, 
what, where, when, why, and sometimes how.

Writing the Story 

The reader’s interest which was caught 
the lead must held the end the logical 
arrangement the material. The usual meth- 
organizing news story the inverted 
pyramid form which the facts are arranged 
order descending reader interest. this 
form the reader can get the high points the 
story early; and, printing space limited, 
the last paragraphs can cut off without 
spoiling the story. 

Before attempting write the story, 
rough paragraph paragraph outline will 
effective. Following the inverted pyramid form 
closely possible, note all the facts which 
you think ought the lead. Next, indi- 
cate the facts which you think should 
the second paragraph, and on. These may 
amplification feature mentioned the 
lead they may minor details. outline 
makes writing the story easier and results 
better story. 

Keep the style clear, concise, and informal. 
Put interesting fact into the first words 
every paragraph. Use the simple, common 
words everyday speech and make every word 
count. Picture-making nouns and action verbs 
attract the reader’s eye: short, pithy words 
enable him grasp the idea once. 

Vary sentence structure. Use complex sen- 
tences freely. Don’t cast every sentence into 
the subject, predicate form. Avoid monotony 
beginning with infinitives, participles, prep- 
ositional phrases, adverbial and noun clauses. 
Paragraph lengths, too, should vary, but 
words the average for school papers. 

And don’t editorialize. Don’t say speech 
was “interesting,” the music was “beautiful,” 
the party was “enjoyable.” Tell the story 
accurately and vividly that the reader will 
know that was interesting, beautiful, en- 
joyable. Comment, praise, personal interpreta- 
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tion belong the editorial column but not 
straight news story. 


The Make-Up 
Page One 

Look the paper’s “personality,” its phys- 
ical make-up. Page one the showcase the 
paper and should present inviting appear- 
ance. planning any page, build from the top 
down, putting the most important stories the 
most conspicuous places. The top right-hand 
corner page one usually considered the 
best position the paper. Hence, place the 
most important story here. The top the left- 
hand column generally considered the second 
best position the page. Occasionally, impor- 
tant stories may carry banner heads that is, 
single headline extending across several col- 
umns the entire page. 

Keep page make-up balanced. Spreading all 
headlines across the top and bottom the 
page leaves the center solid and uninviting. 
two- three-column head and cut two 
will add the attractiveness the page. 


Other Pages 


The editorial page carries news alumni, 
feature stories, letters from readers, and sim- 
ilar matter. offers special problem 
make-up. Editorials are usually set wider 
columns and always appear the left-hand 
columns. The editorial judged most important 
should placed first. Boxed stories, orna- 
ments, and small pictures give pleasing va- 
riety. Move some the regular features 
around now and then lest the page seed. 

the third page put items minor im- 
portance. The most important stories and pic- 
tures are run the left, advertisements are 
pyramided the right. 
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Important the appearance the sports 
page, also. should attract the reader’s at- 
tention the lead story, and yet balanced 
and interesting. Accordingly, frequent use 
display headlines bold type extending 
across several columns permitted. Lay out 
the ads first, pyramiding them the right. 
the remaining space fit the stories, ar- 
ranged according importance. Too, well- 
planned page contains least one picture 
the athlete who starred the game described 
the page, action picture several 
players. 

Educationally, the paper has specific place 
the school program. Rightly wrongly, 
frequently taken reflection school 
attitudes and policies, and poorly made-up 
publication can more harm than good the 
school. Publishing attractive school paper 
which source joy and pride the stu- 
dents, and which the same time meets 
least the essential requirements good jour- 
many little tricks which are learned through 
experience and research. This article touches 
only few general principles. you follow 
these and supplement them reading, credit- 
able paper will result. Better, you and the 
staff will have fun the process.

Pronunciation 


first suggestion about pronunciation 
this: don’t too much about the easiness 
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Spanish pronunciation. grant that the 
pronunciation the five vowels easy; 
likewise concede that the names the 
consonants are different, but the sounds are 
almost the same those English. With 
that the tale easiness told. From there 
on, you are working against your own speech 
habits. There not worse speech pattern 
which base good Spanish pronunciation 
than English. Wherein lies the difficulty? 
see it, there are two principal causes: First, 
our own slovenly way speaking. scarcely 
move our lips. are not meticulous about 
word endings. the other hand, speak 
Spanish well, the lips must very mobile; 
and for accurate comprehension the auditor 
must clearly understand the word termina- 
tions.. Moreover, even when are alert 
about word endings, have tendency 
place secondary accent the final syllable. 
This not uncommon English, but, except 
correctly spoken Spanish. The second source 
difficulty for the English-speaking person, 
and much more difficult one overcome, 
the division words into syllables. The 
general rules for the division words into 
syllables Spanish are quickly enumerated 
and quickly committed memory. Aside from 
fine details, only two rules are necessary: 

only one consonant involved, the 
consonant goes with the following syllable 
(a-ni-mal, me-sa, Ma-ria, ca-ja, 

there are two consonants and the 
second not the first goes with the 
preceding syllable and the second with the 
following tin-ta, vis-ta, es-ce-na, 
chis-pa). 

they are combined with the consonant and 
with the following syllable (pa-dre, Blas-co, 
re-tra-to, li-bro). 

These rules are easy understand, but 
put them into practice tries Spanish teach- 
er’s soul. The pull from the native English 
speech habit always the opposite di- 
rection. overcome it, and without over- 
coming there can good Spanish pro- 
nunciation, requires eternal vigilance and 
unfailing patience the part the teacher. 
Because establishing correct habits pro- 
nunciation essential progress, feel 
that the most skillful teacher should have the 
first-year class. Those less able will less 
harm advanced class than they would 
beginners’ class where they would not 
only permit, but even cause incorrect speech 
habits. you haven’t any choice about 
but must teach all the Spanish spite in- 
adequate preparation, don’t worry. You know 
well that God not only can, but does, 
make for our deficiencies. Just try 
make sort Spanish “Particular Examen” 
watch your own division syllables. was 
teaching Spanish many years before anyone 
brought attention that this was the 
key correct pronunciation. Wherever pos- 
sible, good have different teachers 
teach the various years. The experience 
hearing different intonations necessary for 
training the pupil’s ear. 
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While are the subject pronuncia- 
tion, here another suggestion: don’t drill 
students list words the same 
number syllables, for example, two, es- 
pecially the accent always falls the same 
syllable. you do, you will establish 
rhythm that they will apply all words, 
regardless the number syllables and the 
accent location. not teach the list just 
given; mix the words every way 
according syllables, parts speech, usual 
unusual accent. Don’t this: habla, cada, 
nada, gana. this: habla, hablado, 
necesitar. Another stringent rule this: 
student mispronounces word, never say 
incorrectly after him. Make him, 
humanly possible, correct the word himself 
with prompting from you from the 
class, but remember never repeat the in- 
correctly pronounced word. 

very good help correct punctuation 
singing. That you can’t sing not in- 
surmountable difficulty. would suggest re- 
There are several excellent ones, and 
altruistic student who has recording machine 
that willing bring. you have boy 
girl who can sing, have him learn the song 
privately from the recording beforehand. After 
you have played the song for the students 
two three times, have them sing it, the 
boy girl who has previously learned 
assuming the leadership.

Someone has made the following statement, 
“My First Holy Communion Day was the 
happiest day life, thanks God and 
teacher.” All verbal and written discourses 
the privilege preparing the hearts and 
minds children for the first corporeal visit 
Jesus seem epitomized that simple 
statement. What privilege work closely 
with God! However every privilege carries 
along with corresponding responsibility. 
What eternal catastrophe that responsi- 
bility not shouldered fulfilled properly! 
Certainly every religious teacher does her best. 
Angels can more. Yet problem has 
been discussed quite few religious 
teachers various communities and con- 
clusion has yet been drawn. are not 
doing our best not strive solve 
that problem.

expressing number. How often 
mark, have cars train.” house 
has windows it.” “There are dozen red 
apples tree.” 

Directions written the board provide 
good seatwork and correlate reading, number, 
and art. Children may fold the paper into 
four parts, number each one, and put the right 
objects into each box as: (1) Draw red 
bird. (2) Draw yellow cat. (3) Draw blue 
ball. (4) Draw brown tree. 

Later they may fold the paper and without 
numbering the boxes, draw the correct number 
objects the boxes starting with the top 
left box, then the bottom left, then top right, 
bottom right: Draw green trees. Draw blue 
birds. Draw black cats. Draw orange balls. 

Later the number words may substituted 
for the numerals. 

Another little test give counting 
pass out sheets which are printed groups 
small objects with the question, “How 
many?” the top. The children count each 
group separately and write the number the 
objects under each group. 

The uses buttons developing number 
are many. Besides playing games with them, 
children love use buttons for pictures and 
jewelry. have found the use buttons espe- 
cially valuable teaching number the 
slower children. 

They arrange them groups their desks, 
parade them across the desk, singly and 
doubly, and create little games for themselves. 

Children have added collection 
buttons and this year are sewing them 
construction paper and cards and there have 
been wonderful creations. 

One day passed out the slower group 
learners colored papers which numbers 
were written. Each child got some number 
between and suggested that each one 
find many buttons the number his 
paper and arrange them the paper. After 
experimenting for while, they might sew 
them with needles already threaded for 
them. 

Before sewing them on, suggested that 
they think picture which they could make 
using their buttons.

No. stairs and exits, re- 
ceived the third highest number the points, 
thus indicating practical form, that stairs 
and exits should not placed random 
throughout the schoolhouse. No. the 
economy space, the teachers again seem 
point the conclusion that this item should 
Catholic school, both elementary and high 
schools. 


Academic Classrooms, 198 points 


The composite score for No. size and 
proportion, indicates practical way that 
teachers want working space. Some scorers 
stated, need more space because tend 
have overcrowded Our classroom 
must have received scant consideration when 
the school was erected.” The solution for the 
future school plant would provide more 
suitable classrooms, get more teachers 
somehow decrease the classroom enrollment 
the present and future schools.

St. Augustine’s Parish Culver 
City, Calif., let contract for the erec- 
tion school building January

This low score may also inter- 
preted mean that even though industrial- 
arts courses would taught, their importance 
not very great value the eyes the 
Catholic teacher and administrators. 

No. fine arts rooms, including music, re- 
ceived better score rating than similar 
items above. This could indicate that the 
Catholic schools are satisfied with “teaching 
fine arts” and would not too much inter- 
ested the immediate application its prin- 
ciples the school itself. Again, this vote for 
fine arts could mean that the proper tools 
and the space there for the operation 
good department, the subjective objectives 
would attained without bothering about its 
immediate applications. 

No. biological laboratory and the lecture, 
scarcely rated point value above No. 
general science. seems that, the prescor- 
ing stage, the biology laboratory and lecture 
would considerably outdistance the value for 
general science. Some the oral reactions 
would indicate that separate laboratory 
would not needed for this science and that 
should combined with chemistry gen- 
eral science. Except larger schools, the 
sciences are usually combined one two 
laboratories. This practice seems provide 
better flexibility for use and more utilization 
space.

were kept separate divisions the ques- 
tionnaire. 

Item No. physical education room, could 
have been combined with the No. gymna- 
sium. Some commented that such room, 
distinct section division confused the 
scorers. 

No. small assembly room, not vogue 
any extent Catholic schools. Here again, 
this item could very well combined with the 
auditorium and treated unit. The remain- 
ing values speak for themselves without 
comment. 


Administration Rooms, points 


This evaluation and the distribution are 
sufficiently clear without too many comments. 
The relatively low score for No. teachers 
rest and workroom, would possibly mean, that 
the religious teachers’ residence fairly close 
adjacent the school most instances 
and therefore, general, they are relatively 
little importance Catholic school. might 
also mean, least some instances, that 
teachers are “too busy make use these 
facilities.” The scorers seem convinced that 
item No. record file and fireproof vault, 
should receive considerable attention. 

Item No. reception room, seems hardly 
have been considered item little 
importance. Some commented, “There little 
need for one—the graduating room some- 
times serves this purpose.” Others stated that, 
“Parents and agents could just readily con- 
tact the proper teacher his her room 
agents generally apply the convent after 
school hours—most supplies are bought 
through the parish authorities.” 

No. janitors’ dressing room rooms, re- 
ceived very considerate number points 
and seems considered necessary depart- 
ment school. One comment had this 
say, “The janitor sometimes runs school 
why not give him office.” this case the 
commentator registered low protest vote 
“Q.” There were actually several other zero 
scores for this item! 


Mechanical Equipment, 161 points 


Only one item, No. heating and ventilat- 
ing, received relatively high score points. 
The remaining items seemed have received 
their expected proper evaluation, practi- 
cally comments were made give the 
impression that they should otherwise. 
have been better procedure 


combine Nos. and also No. would 
have been better placed under “gymnasiym” 
above. 

Some damaging comments were made rela. 
tive the public-address system. This item 
least name, was not mentioned 
cally because not too general use 
yet and because its abuse and improper use 
the present time would probably cause 
protest votes. The public-address system 
relatively new educational tool whose possible 
value and educational use not yet fully 
appreciated. 

The last item No. 11, water supply its 
pressure, seems correlated with 
No. drinking fountains. 


Some General Conclusions 


These composite scores will need con- 
siderable rectification division and eval- 
uation. 

Possibly, this evaluation sheet could 
used “experimental model.”

For centuries kings made rule royal 
etiquette use the lighted candle upon the 
banquet table for embellishing purposes, while 
the Church utilizes the candle for what 
symbolizes. 

St. Jerome states that the use lighted 
candles was long standing. spite this, 
the Church did not place the candlestick upon 
the altar, but had the sanctuary about the 
altar, aglow with multitude shining 
The Catholic Encyclopedia states that the 
custom placing candlesticks upon the altar 
became quite general during the course the 
sixth century. 

“Since light itself pure, since light pene- 
trates, and moves with unfathomable velocity 
and illumines with brilliancy all that con- 
tacts, causes life, and fruitfulness, therefore 
light seems very fitting and appropriate 
symbol Christ who sacrificed Himself 
that others may live. enlightens all that 
they may grow virtue.” 

Because the candle used for divine services 
symbolizes great truths, and represents the 
spirit sacrifice, penance, and innocence, the 
Church very strict about the ingredients 
the candle that used for holy Mass. 
Pure bee’s wax candles only, are permitted, 
because this wax the purest product the 
animal kingdom that can formed into wax. 
Candles made from paraffin, stearine, tal- 
low, are forbidden holy Mass; however, 
when the object light not symbolical, but 
merely for decoration purposes, then the use 
lower grade wax candles permitted. 
spite this, the required number one 
hundred per cent bee’s wax candles obliga- 
tory for the holy Sacrifice the Mass. 

Nearly all sacred writers make the follow- 
ing interpretation the candle. The pure 
represents the manhood the divine Saviour. 
The brilliant flame points out His divinity, the 
taper symbolizes His human nature, the wick 
hidden and encircled the pure wax points 
out His holy soul, while the wax itself denotes 
His virginal qualifications.

But how? How can teacher thus 
inspirational guide reading? would seem 
mean almost impossible things. requires 
the first place, understanding the 
dent and, the second, almost limitless 
knowledge books. 

But are these things impossible they 
teacher all, she must strive know and 
understand her pupils, their mental capacity, 
their reading level, their interests and 
ground experiences, their personality prob- 
lems and peculiarities. Some this can 
determined means adequate reading 
tests. Most will the product 
formal discussion with individual boys and 
girls. Sometimes student’s informal report 
book class will reveal much about him- 
self and his attitudes. Very frequently stu- 
dents who are reluctant speak before 
large group will take animated and 
vealing part small group discussion, when 
class has been divided according current 
reading interests. This latter arrangement 
meeting groups, where one little group 
discussing biographies they are reading, an- 
other, mystery stories, and on, ex- 
cellent method for the teacher, moving from 
group group, get revelations about her 
boys and girls that will great help 
guiding them.

The second problem, knowing books, 
really less formidable but perhaps also farther 
from being solved.

starting points. not this way acquire 
that familiarity that makes possible 
reach out youngster just the book 
wants just the book needs. must 
read books, not innumerable books, and not 
too rapidly, that fail get the mes- 
sage the author trying put across. 
must seek find that message, and must 
appraise carefully. have precious 
little time ourselves; must careful 
our choosing want our students 
be. We, too, must “not waste our time read- 
ing merely good books.” 

must find the excellent books. Our Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XII, has repeatedly warned 
against the black paganism that sweeping 
over the world. That black paganism has 
seeped into.the books that are even now 
many our library shelves. They are 
often not for what they contain, but for what 
they lack. must look for Christian books, 
books that embody the true Christian phi- 
losophy life, books that apply Christian 
principles many fields, economic, social, 
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literary, personal. The student must live, 
Christlike; must have the right sense 
values about things life, for instance, 
home and family, nature, race, wealth and 
poverty, his own personal problems. must 
understand the place the Church history 
and his own life, the significance the 
liturgy and the doctrine the Mystical 
Body Christ. The abstract concepts 
justice, humility, meekness, courage, and 
charity are difficult teach. But young people 
are not slow recognize them human 
beings presented them excellent books. 
Remember, the end product Christian edu- 
cation the supernatural man; our students 
must supernatural students. They must 
stand out different world that pagan. 
And, therefore, the books they read must 
different, meaty with message that has its 
source supernatural verities. 

These are the things must deliberately 
seek books, even the littlest book for the 
littlest person, for there where the founda- 
tion laid. means reading; means care- 
ful, prayerful appraisal the books read.

and librarian; means, practically, that every 
teacher must librarian; else how 
find his way books and into them?

And when have done all these things, 
then shall guiding our students their 
reading; and then, perhaps, will reading 
that instrument the Holy Spirit 
hopefully trust will be.
